OR wn your - Majeſty's government, and towards defraying _ 


the expences of the ſame in this kingdom: we the commons of Ireland in 
Parliament afſembled, have reſolved to grant unto your Majeſty the ſeveral rates 


and duties herein after mentioned: be it therefore enacted by the King's moſt 


excellent Majeſty, by and with the advice and conſent of the lords ſpiritual and 


temporal and commons in this prefent Parliament aſſembled, and by the authority 


of the ſame, That from and after the twenty-fifth day of March, one thouſand

goods, wares, or merchandizes whatfoever (except as herein after mentioned) and 
all travelling tinkers, ſmiths, and caſters of iron and metal, and all perſons hawk- 
ing about tea, or coffee for ſale, a duty of forty ſhillings; and that every ſuch 
perſon ſo travelling with any horſe or horſes, aſs or aſſes, mule or mules, or

W E RE A8 the raiſing or keeping a . army within tkis tees, 
in time of peace, unleſs it be with the conſent of Parliament, is againſt 
law: and whereas it is judged neceſſary by his Majeſty, and this preſent Parlia- 
ment, that a body of forces ſhould be continued for the ſafety of this kingdom,
